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ROADWAY GRINDING
SPRING STREET & LOPEZ AVENUE

As part of ongoing improvements, the City’s contractor, DeFelice Corp., will grind the
surface of the roadway on Spring St (from First St to Fulkerson St) and Lopez Ave on
Tuesday & Wednesday, August 28" & 29", to prepare the street for paving. Work hours
will be 7 AM to 4 PM, and Spring St will be closed to through traffic, but open to abutters.
We expect the work to take 2 days to complete.

What to Expect During Roadway Grinding

» The road will be closed to through traffic during work hours, and reopened at the end
of the work day.

» Access to properties will be maintained, and all sidewalks will remain open.

> There cannot be any cars parked on the street during this work. Please be sure to
check “No Parking” signs to avoid being ticketed and towed.

» During the roadway grinding operations, impacted residents can park at the City’s First
Street parking garage. Parking is free, if you have a Cambridge resident parking permit
and exit the garage within | day of the grinding.

» Final paving will be scheduled for approximately one week later. An additional notice
confirming the paving date will follow.
